war. The foruter basis, the ufi possidetis 
is somietimes called the Status ugo, being,

‚The above two basis, therefore, are what 
„may be called the technical forms to which 
modern diplomatists have “endeavoured to 
canform their respective treaties. But as 
evínced a very natürál anxiëty to preserve 
the Balance of Power, as settled by antient 
Treaties, sothe Status ante Bellum have 
been the gerikral basis of all Preliminaries, 
and it has become a kind of acknowledge 
ed Law of Nations that all conquests, on 
all sides, in Europe, are to be restored in 
Peace ; and that the indemnities for the 
expences of the War are to be paid either 
by pectniary contiibutions, or from the 
cesslon or exchange of Colonies. * 
In the pending Negotiation, therefore, 
we have no donbt but that the general 
basis will be the Status ante Bellum, or 
in other words, the original. coridition of 
alt Europe ia the year 1789.
